Damage by frost has long been a source of loss, 
trom time to time, to fruit growers in the United 
states. While there is no way through human agency to 
regujate the weather or prevent frost, in recent years 
many orchardists have taken action to combat this menace 
to fruit by protecting their orchards. Theoretically, 
there are three things that may be done to prevent frost 
damage: (1) By stirring the lower layers of the atmos= 
phere by means of fans, or otherwise, which under cer- 


tain conditions will prevent the formation of frosts: 


(2) Checking radiation from the Earth's surface at night, 
by covering trees or plants with cloth, paper, or anything 
that will prevent radiation, and (3) by heating the air

near the Earth's surface by means of a large number 
of small fires. This latter method has proven most. 
successful and large numbers of orchard heaters are 
now being used in some sections of the country. Ore 
chard heating, at the present time, is practised 
more extensively in the Pacific Coast States, with 
several million heaters now in operation. They burn 
cheap, crude oil, and the custom has been so well es= 
tablished that in many places it is now considered in- 
dispensable in the growing of both citrus and deci- 
duous fruits.
